The 
hydroplane, soaked by the water 
which head dashed over it, dropped 
like a shot .Engle endeavored to right 
it. He struck wi a splash that 
threw the water fi feet into the air 
and disappeared from view. 

As the police motorboat dashed to 
his rescue, the plane reappeared for 
a few seconds, and the aviator, now 
thoroughly reclizing his danger, 
worked desperately to frec’ himself.

DIES IN THE CHAIR. 


Masked Burglar, Convicted of 
Girl's Murdér, Pays Extreme Pen- 
alty for His Crime.

BOSTON, Sept. 16.—Bertram  G. 
Spencer, who as a masked _ burglar 
shot and killed Miss Martha B. Black- 
stone at Springfield, on March 31. 
1910, was executed by electrocution 
at the Charlestown State prison at 
12:18:02 this morning. 

Spencer was calm and walked tnto 
the death chamber unassisted. As 
he took his place before the electric 
ehair, he said: 

“I wish to say to the world and 
the press that this is not nerve, but 
the love of God which has sustained 
me. Goodnight.” 

Then he sat in the death chair with- 
out a tremor. | 

The crime for which Spencer was 
convicted, the murder of a young 
woman schoolteacher, was the cul- 
mination of a series of bold petty bur- 
glaries that for two years had baffled 
the police and terrorized the people of 
Springfield. Spencer confessed that 
the fascination of reading newspaper 
acounts of his exploits wes the mo- 
tive for the burglaries. The night of 
March 31, 1910, Spencer broke into 
the home of Mrs. Sarah H. Dow. 

Miss Blackstone, a schoolteacher, 
was visiting at the home and Mrs. 
Dow and her two daughters were put- 
ting together a picture puzzle. Sud- 
denly a masked man with a leveled 
revolver walked into the room and 
demanded money. 

The women screamed and started 
to run. The masked figure ordered 
them to stop and as the women did 
not heed the warning, he discharged 
the revolver. One shot killed Miss 
Blackstone instantly and another en- 
tered Mise Harriet Dow's head, caus- 
ing a fracture of the skull from which, 
however, she recovered. The burglar 
fled, leaving no clue. 

Three months lates private detec- 
tives produced a locket found near 
the scene of. ane of the many rob- 
beries. It contained pictures of Spen- 
cer’s mother and sisters, and bore his 
tuitials. 

Spencer was known only as an in- 
dustrious clerk in a meat.store. He 
was 28 years old and had a young 
wife and baby. Spencer was arrested 
and he confessed not only to the many 
robberies, but to the shooting of Miss 
Blackstone.

DRINKING WATER SPOILED BY 
THE SEEPAGE. 


Indications of Petroleum and 
Natural Gas Are Believed to Be 
Due to Recent Earthquake Shock 
in Nevada—A Riddle Has Appar- 
ently Been Solved by Geologists. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


RENO, Sept. 16.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Interest in the possibilities 
of oil production in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Reno has again been gal- 
vanized by the recent indications of 
gas and oil of tertiary origin, found 
in a number of deep wells on the 
south side of the river. During the 
past week the seepage has been in 
such quantities as to make the water 
unfit for drinking. 

While these indications have been 
noticed at different times, the cause 
for their appearance now in such un- 
usual quantities is attributed by local 
geological authorities to the earth- 
quake shocks felt in this part of the 
State about three weeks ago. They 
say that the impervious strata, that 
cover oil pools at great depths, have 
undoubtedly been seamed by the tre- 
mors allowing small quantities of gas 
and olls that exists in the reservoirs 
to escape. 

SHOWING OF OIL. 

The well at the Bakless property 
has the most pronounced indications 
of gas and oil thus far reported. Wa- 
ter left in a jar over night has an 
accumulation of globules of oil that, 
analyzed, show practically the same 
base and essentials as the petroleum 
of the California districts. This well 
has considerable depth and was bored 
about twenty-five years ago. At that 
time a seam was encountered at a 
depth of some forty feet from which 
the gas and oil oozed in such amount 
as to prevent the use of the water 
for several months. Then the seep- 
age subsided and with the excption 
of three or four periods of a few 
weeks each, the water has been crys- 
tal pure until the past three weeks.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—The 
State Rallrbad Commiasion tssued 
order today granting the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company permission to 
issue $5,000,000 worth of bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be used for 
improvements in the company’s serv- 
ice, and equipment in Northern Call- 
fornia, entailing ultimately a total ex- 
penditure of $12,282,441.02. The 
bonds, which bear 5 per cent. interest, 
and will be sold to J. P. Morgan 
& Company, for 85 per cent. of their 
face value. 

“The projected improvements, de- 
scribed in detail In the company’s ap- 
plication for permission to issue the 
bonds, Include hydro-electric power 
plants on the south fork of the Yuba 
River in Nevada county, and on the 
Bear River, in Placer county, a pow- 
er line from the latter station to a 
point in Solano county, opposite 
Crockett, in Contra Costa county, a 
steam power station in Sacramento, a 
two-circuit steel tower power line from 
Cordelia to'San Rafael and general 
extensions and improvements of the 
company’s system, including a new of- 
fice building in Sacramento, and addi. 
tions to the San Francisco offices. 
About 40,000 kilowatts will be added 
to the company’s power resources. 

The Sacramento steam power sta- 
tion will cost $409,820.04. The ap- 
propriation for the new office building 
and the additions to the San Fran- 
cisco offices, is $350,000. 

WILL BUY PLANT. 

Permission also is granted the com- 
pany to purchase the pliant and equip- 
ment of the Los Gatos Electric Com- 
pany for $187,762.51. It was stated 
in the application for permission, to 
issue the nds that the financing of 
the improvements, which could not be 
carried out with the $5,000,000, would 
be left to a later date. The $5,000,000 
bond issue is part of an authorized 
issue of $150,000,000, of which $129.- 
765,000 still is unissued. 

The commission heard the com- 
pany’s application September i13. 
Commissioner John Eshleman was as. 
signed to prepare a report, which he 
returned to the commiasion today. (a 
concurring in Eshleman’s favorable 
report, the company removed the last 
obstacle to the issue of the bonds and

AUTO CULTIVATION. 

J. A. Brewster, who recently pur- 
chased a ten-acre orange grove at No. 
411 Bast Cypress street, has devised 
a contrivance that will, in all prob- 


\ability, revolutionize the present-day! 


system of cultivating orange groves. 
Tee machine, which can properly be 

called an auto cultivator, is nothing 

else than the running gears, frame 


which are attached the cultivators or 
furrow plows as the case may demand. 
While the model, which Mr. Brew- 
ster has designed for operation on 
his grove, is incomplete, a prelim- 
inary test, which has been made, has 
proven its practicability. 

Mr. Brewster used an old forty- 
horse-power Acme automobile, and 
stripped it of ite tonneau and other 
unnecessary adjuncts. He removed 
the rubber tires and bullt the wheels 
up with wood, reinforcing them with 
a heavy iren band. The two rear 
wheels are joined togefher and cen- 
tered under the frame at the rear of 
the machine. This large wheel also 
has an iron tire to which are at- 
tached mud hooks, giving it a heavy 
propelling power. By combining the 
rear wheels, the driving power is in- 
creased about four times, but the 
speed is lessened. A speed of three 
miles an hour can be attained on 4 
low gear, while on the high gear 
twelve miles an hour can be attained. 
To the rear of the machine cultiva- 
tor is an arrangement for the plows, 
to which any kind used in cultivating 
or furrowing can be attached with lit- 
tle work.

Girardey asserts that whoever 
planned the conservatory is entireiy 
unfamiliar with California plant life 
and its habits. 

In his contemplated suit Girardey 
says he will allege that the city's 
money is being wasted and that for 
the $80.000 which the municipality 
is expending in the construction of 
this conservatory a much better and 
larger one could be built. 

“The famous Phipps conservatory 
in Shanley Park, Pittsburgh,” says 
Girardey, “cost only $82,000, but it 
contains two ang a half acres of 
glass and is the most scientifically- 
constructed building of its kind in 
America. This building in Eastlake 
Park is going to have great bi¢ 
pilasters thirty-three inches wide 
about every ten feet with enormous

Dr. A. D. Houghton and Vice-Presi- 
dent Winsel of the Los Angeles Hor- 
ticultural Association are also inter- 
ested in the conservatory qyestion. At 
@ meeting Saturday evening the asso- 
clation declared that $25,000 has been 
wasted in the one wing already con- 
structed and that $50,000 more would 
be wasted in the two wings yet to be 
built. At that meeting the conserva- 
tory was characterized as a “mauso- 
leum,” a “foundry” and various oth- 
er uncomplimentary names. 

“We are getting the varions civic 
organizations of the East Side inter- 
ested in this matter,"’ said Dr. Hough- 
ton last night, “and are going to fight 
it through to a finish.” 

NOT TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 

Park Commissioner Lippincott de- 
clined to take the matter seriously 
last night. “These people are only 
seeking notoriety and I am not going 
to add any fuel to their fire by talk- 
ing about it,” he said. “There's noth- 
ing to it.” 

“f have no comment to make on the 
matter,” said Park Commissioner H 
W. O'Melveny over the telephone last 
night, “except to laugh at the idea of 
an injunction suit being brought. We 
took the resolution under considera- 
tion when it was presented at our 
meeting by a committee this morn- 
ing. but I haven't looked into the 
matter enough to be able to say any- 
thing on the subject.”

ROOSEVELT’S 
TWO SPEECHES. 


Crowds at the Meetings, but 
the Parade a Failure. 


Little New or Startling in 
Colonel’s Talks. 


Audience Hoots and Humili- 
ates E. T. Earl. 


Col. T. Roosevelt of Oyster Bay, N. 
Y., reached Los Angeles at 3:12 yes- 
terday afternoon and exhibited him- 
seif for half an hour on the business 
streets before appearing at the Audi- 
torium for the first of his local exhor- 
tations. The afternoon meeting was 
tame and devold of features, but the 
evening session at the Shrine Audi- 
torium served to show just what a 
Los Angeles crowd thinks of E. T. 
Earl, who tried to preside and to 
make a speech. The audience abso- 
lutely refused to listen to Earl dnd 
bawled him out with cat-calls. 

“Oh, you grafter,”” was the cry 
which greeted Earl when he rose to 
take the gavel after Lissner’s presen- 
tation of him as a patron saint. This 
cry was quickly followed by shouts 


of “sit down,” “get off the stage.” 
“get the hook,” “we came to hear 
Teddy.” 


Again and again Earl attempted to 
talk and once got so far as to be 
heard above the din, expatiating upon 
the “flowing rivers of wealth.” Then 
pandemoniam broke loose and the 
crowd yelled and hooted and hissed 
and ‘booed’ until, with a hopeless 
gesture of surrender, the unfortunate 
and embarassed chairman heeded the 
warning whisper of Meyer Lissner 
and waved Roosevelt to the front of 
the stage. The crowd does not know 
to this moment what happened to the 
“flowing rivers of wealth.” 

The evening session was (further 
notable for a Wilson demonstration 
which followed the mention of the 
professor's name by Roosevelt. 

THE DYNAMITE GANG. 

Conspicuous along the afternoon 
parade line of march were easily rec- 
ognized representatives of the labor 
agitators, followers_of the Tveitmoe 
school, anc friends of dynamiters.

No distinction is to be made be- 
! tween citizens and aliens, in summon-

Play at your 
game for the sheer sake of the fun 
you get out of it and the benefits will 
accrue without resorting to drastic 
steps.”

NATURE'S PATH 
- WAY TO FAME? 


Pupils to Trod Simple Ways 
to Higher Learning. 


School Enrollment Increases 
Several Thousand. 


Wonderful Growth Shown in 
Opening Y esterday. 


Fifty-five thousand bright-eyed 
youngsters enrolled in the 137 muni- 
cipal educational institutions at the 
opening of the Los Angeles public 
school year yesterday. This is an in- 
crease of 3000 pupils over the regis- 
tration last year. There are 1826 
teachers. 

It was stated yesterday at the of- 
fice of the Superintendent of Schools 
that an enrollment of 70,000 pupils 
is expected before the close of the 
week. Superintendent Francis says, 
it will be difficult to handle many 
more pupils, as the schools are al- 
ready crowded to capacity. The 
principal sufferers are in the BS 
classes. At Polytechnic High School 
175 pupils were enrolled and sixty 
turned away. Twenty-five seniors, 
the first senior class of the school, 
registered at Manual Arts High yes- 
terday. About 1900 students 
rolled at Los Angeles High School, 
and 850 at Hollywood High. 

One of the features of the High 
School work this year will be the in- 
crease from a four to a six-year 
course, two years of college work 
having been added to the curricp- 


lum. 
NATURE STUDY. 

Chief among the new departments 
this year is “Nature Study,” with 
Prof. Charles L. Edwards of the Unt- 
versity of Southern California at its 
head. It will be a feature which 
will be new alike to pupils and 
teachers, and the latter will be edu- 


cated to it before transmiting and 
translating it fo their respective 
grades. 


The system provides a new view- 
point of studies through nature, 
Zoology is the basic pfinciple upon 
which is based the new system, 
which may revolutionize the present 
one if successful. 

The pupd! will be taught to study 
“back-yard zoology.” or she will 
learn to watch the pet cat and dog 
and from these and the other fa- 
millar subjects derive a knowledge 
of geography, history, and, in fact, 
most all of the school studies 
through the relation of the particu- 
lar cat or dog, or other object to 
their original native haunts. 

TO FIT THE CASE. 

And what will make it all of real 
interest to the youngsters will be 
presentation in the way most suit- 
able to the respective grades. V 
to the zoo, exhibits of pictures, 
blackboard drawing and—to the 
youngsters the best of all—colored 
stereopticon views and motion pic- 
tures. The same system will be pur. 
sued with aquarium subjects. 

Prof. Edwards will lecture to thé 
groups of teachers in the different 
schools and they in turn will trans-

TILL THE OLD GODS. 
Japan, for all her progress and her 
Civilization, has not given up her old gods 
or suffered any radical change of heart. 
The most dramatic incident in connection 
with the funeral of the late Mikado was 
heroic, but pagan; a grand but futile sacri- 
fice to the superstitions of the Samurai. 

The hero of Mukden and Port Arthur, 
who had wielded the sword so effectively 
in the service of bis country and his mas- 
ter, fell voluntarily on that same sword 
as a last tribute to patriotism, a last honor 
to the memory of his Emperor. It was loy- 
alty carried to the verge of madness; a 
sacrifice Spartan in its solitude, noble in 
its devotion, but cruelly; culpable in its 
blind ignorance of man’s duty to the liv- 
ing. That bis wife should have shared 
death with him makes this seal for the 
dead at once more sublime and more re 
pellant. 

Nothing brings home to us so dramat- 
ically the insuperable difference between 
the orient and the occident as such a glo- 
rification of suicide. Ideals so irrevocably 
opposed to each other can never be har 
monised. We can convert Asia as far as 
our superior business and commercial meth- 
eds come in contact with her moro ant!- 
quated ones. We can never get below the 
surface to the heart of the Orfent. 

Japan may attain as high a civilization 
as we have reached, but she will travel a 
totally divergent road. China may become 
as great a republic as we are today, but it 
will be built on an utterly different foun- 
dation. 

For religious standards, the cornerstone 
of the structure on which every nation and 
people must build its fame, have for two 
thousand years separated the East from the 
West. The veneer may be the same, but 
how different is the body of the material! 
Ancestor worship is the rooted belief of the 
Orient—the creed that to die is greater 
than to live. Christianity is embodied in 
that stern call to action, among the great- 
est of all the inspired utterances of the 
Redeemer: “God is not the God of the 
ead, but of the living.” 


T HE FUTURE OF NEW ORLEANS. 
The exportations of wheat and corn 
and meats from the United States to Bu- 
rope are steadily decreasing. Not that we 
produce less, but we consume more, and 
the time is growing nearer every year 
when we shall eat all our food products at 
home. But our decreased exportations of 
grain and meat are more than balanced by 
our increased exportations of manufac- 
tured goods. In 1890 we exported $180,000,- 
000 worth of our manufactures; in 1900 
our exports had grown to $475,000,000, and 
in 1910 they amounted to $900,000,000. The 
share which our manufactures amounted 
to of our total exports was 21 per cent. 
in 1890, 35 per cent. in 1900, and 45 per 
cent. in 1910. 

The Panama Canal will give the Pacific 
Coast cheap water communication with 
Venezuela, the Guianas, Brazil and Argen- 
tina. It will give the Atlantic Coast, the 
gulf coast and the Mississippi Valley cheap 
water communications with the Pacific 
Coast of South America. 

O. P. Austin, chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at Washington, delivered some time 
ago an address before the Deeper Water- 
ways Association, in which he dwelt upon 
the great advantage that the Panama Canal 
would be to the Mississippi Valley, and es- 
pecially to the city of New Orleans. The 
canal will bring New Orleans 1723 miles 
nearer to Melbourne, 1977 miles nearer to 
Yokohama, and 4676 miles nearer to Wel- 
lington than is London. 

The total value of the imports of the for- 
eign countries which will be brought nearer 
to New Orleans than to London by the 
Panama Canal amounts to $1,500,000,000 
per annum. 

New Orleans will be nearer to all the 
western coast of both Americas, the eastern 
coast of Asia, and of all Oceanica than 
either London or’ New York. To the extent 
that Mississippi Valley products are. now 
sent to New York or London and thence 
shipped to the Pacific Coast to any port 
from Vanoouver to Valparaiso, to that ex- 
tent will those products, on the completion 
of the Panama Canal, be sent from New 
Orleans direct, and to the extent that re 
turn products are used in the Mississippi 
Valley they will be sent to New Orleans 
direct. 

Tt looks as if New Orleans will come to 
her own as the commercial depot and en- 
trepot of the greatest and most productive 
valley in all the world. 


HE PILGRIM FATHERS. 

It is all very well for Plymouth, Mass., 
to annually celebrate the arrival of the 
Pilgrim fathers, but why should Southamp 
ton, England, celebrate their departure? 
While the Mayflower sailed from South- 
ampton all of her passengers except John 
Alden came on the Speedwell from Delfs- 
haven and were simply transferred to the 
Mayflower, which was repaired at South- 
ampton. | 

John Alden was the only Southamptonite 
Who formed a part of the passenger list 
of the Mayflower. John Alden has always 
been highly esteemed on this side of the 
Atiantic, but he must have been regarded 


‘as a very bad lot at Southampton when, 


297 years after he left, the people and the 
authorities of that English city laid the 
corner-stone of a monument to commemo- 
rate his departure.

ASSING OF THE CAMEL. 

The camel with his humps, his Roman 
nose, his tank stomach and his disposition 
to tear the raiment of his driver when 
things don’t come bis way will soon be a 
stranger to the desert of Sahara as a bur 
den-carrier and will be seen only in zoos 
and circus processions. Corporal Mechanic 
Cros of the military aviation center af 
Biskra has invented a sand sledge which 
will deprive camels of their jobs. He has 
perfected a vehicle with broad steel-shod 
runners that will carry three persons, and 
that. with a sixty-hurse-power aeroplane 
motor, will skim the sand dunes with 
a gradient of one in five at a speed of 
twelve to twenty miles an hour. This ma- 
chine will go across the dunes of the Grand 
Erg. which has hitherto been impassable 
even to the camel. 

It will cost no more to run a sand sledge 
than an acroplane, and if you fall off of 
the sand sledge you won't fall nearly so 
far and can be picked up with less dim- 
culty.

WONDERFUL GROWTH, 
The wonderful growth of the city’s 
public educational system is shown 


by comparison with the number of | 


schools, pupils and teachers of 1855, 
when the first schoolhouse ordinance 
was pnrased here, and of the preseut 
year. Then there were four schools 
in the city, and only 150 pupils of 
the 1191 children here then attend- 
ed. Of these many are yet living In 
the city. 


Im those days there were but seven | 


schools In the entire county. In 1856, 
the city was compelled to close the 
four public schools for lack of funds, 
and they remained closed until Wil- 
liam Wolfskill donated $600 with 
which to reopen them. 

The 137 schools, nearly 2000 teach- 
ers, and the vast army of puplis of 
today, compared with the early strug- 
gles to give the youth of Los Angeles 
an education, emphasizes the magni- 
tude of the city’s growth. 

THE FIRST SCHOOL. 

The records tell us that the firet 
school in the Los Angeles district 
was founded in 1827 at San Gabriel, 
when $12 was appropriated for “a 
bench and a table for use in the Los 
Angeles school.” 

Eleven years later, in 1838, the 
Mexican government established the 
first real public school, $500 a year 
being appropriated. Today $4,0090,- 
000 is the appropriation for the 
schools of the Los Angeles district, 
and these schools cover an area of 
200 square miles. The first public 
school had 103 pupils, and this had 
to be given up later when the mill- 
tary required it as a marracks. 

The first school had thirty spelling 
books, eleven second readers, four- 
teen catechisms, a table, a desk and 
six benches. 

EARLY SPANISH. 

The first school was Spanish and 
English was not taught and it*was 
not until 1860 that the first English; 
school was established in Los An- 
geles. Four years later the city had 
two public schools, one of which yet 
Stands on Spring street, and the 
other on old Bath street above the 
pinza. Three teachers were employed 
to teach the student body, 350 young- 
sters. Also in 1854, Los Angeles 
boasted of a private school at which 
there were twelve girls and three boys. 
Then, In 1855, came the adoption of 
school ordinances. 

By an act of the Legislature the 
schools of Los Angeles city were sep- 
arated from the county in 1872, and 
the first Board of Education here was 
elected. It consisted of five of the 
more enthusiastic educators. 

In July, 1872, the corner-stone of 
Los Angeles’ first High School was laid 
with what was in those days, great 
ceremony.

OURT UPHOLDS 
RIGHTS OF CITY. 


STREETS LIGHTLY. 


Amendment of Constitution Up- 
holds Powers of Board of Public 
Works—Gas Company's Appeal on 
Employee's Arrest Denied—Mu- 
nicipal Ownership Recognized. 


The Supreme Court yesterday af- 
firmed the legality of an ordinance 
passed by the City Counctl regulat- 
ing the use of the streets of the city 
by public utilities. 

The issue arose fn the arrest last 
January of Robert Russell, an em- 
ployee of the Economic Gas Com- 
pany, who was engaged in making 
an excavation in Sunset boulevard, 
between San Fernando and New High 
streets, and the issuance of a writ of 
habeas corpus in his behalf. 

The Supreme Court finds that the 
Economic Gas Company had neo 
vested right to excavate in the new 
street or to lay pipe therein or. ex- 
tend its service into the new ter- 
ritory within the corporation. 

The petitioner was remanded to 
the custody of the Les Angeles Chief 
of Police. 

An ordinance was approved by the 
Mayor, February 21, 1912, making !t 
unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to make any excavation in 
any street for any purpose without 
first obtaining permission in writing 
from the Board of Public Works, 
and that before issuing the permit 
the board must require all applicants 
to state the purpose for which the 
excavation is made and show legal 
authority to occupy the street. 

Another ordinance passed October 
26, 1911, provides that no person, 
firm or corporation shal) exercise any 
franchise or privilege to lay er main- 
tain pipes or conduits in any street 
of the city for gas, water, heat, 
steam, etc., without first having ob- 
tained a grant from the city, unless 
such person or corporation 
entitled to do so by the direct and 
unlimited authority of the constitu- 
tion of California and the iaws and 
Constitution of the United States. 

On October 11, 1911, the constitu- 
tion of California was amended and 
the City Council passed the or- 
Ginances in the belief that by this 
amendment the city was given au- 
thority to forbid the use of the public 
streets by public service corporations 
unless the city should grant a fran- 
chige for such use. 

Russell was employed in laying a 
gas pipe as a part of the plan of the 
Economic Gas Company. He alleged 
that the gas company was authorized 
by the amendment to lay mains 
in the streets as a part of its project 
for supplying gas, and hence the city 
could not forbid it from doing se; 
that it had vested rights to establish 
ite mains and lay them in the streets 
not before used for that purpose, a 
right which the city could not re- 
strict by ordinance nor the people 
take away from the corporation by 
constitutional amendment. 

The court holds that the constitu- 
tional amendment makes to all mu- 
nicipal corporations a direct grant of 
power to make and operate public 
works and those operated privately 
te place .them in control of the 
municipality. They are permitted to 
engage In such enterprises within the 
city only “upon such regulations as 
the municipality may prescribe.”’ 

The court in making the decision 
says: “There has app rentiy arisen a 
general opinion among the people 
that municipal ownership and opera- 
tion of such utilities is desirable.

First Assembly of the New Semes- 

ter to Be Held Tomorrow—New 

Members in Faculty. 

The first assembly of Occidental 
College for the new semester, wil! 
be held tomorrow morning at 11 
o’clock, and will be largely attended 
by the alumni. Addresses will be 
delivered by Hon. Frank P. Fiint, 
president of the board of trustees; 
Rev. Clarence Spaulding of the class 
of 1909, and President Baer. The 
first faculty meeting was held yester- 
day, when thee following new mem- 
bers were admitted to the faculty 
circle: Robert Glass Cleland, who 
comes back to his alma mater from 
Princeton. and who will teach his- 
tory and economics; Clyde 8. Wolfe, 
another Occidental graduate, who 
has been at Harvard since 1907, will 
be in the physics department.

PUBLIC UTILITIES CAN'T CUT UP 


The Penalty. 


STAR FILCHER 
IS SENTENCED. 


Standard Given Ten Years 
on Each of Six Counts, 
Concurrente Saves Him from 
Life Behind Bars. 


Mercilessiy Scored by the 
Prosecuting Officer. 


Earl Standard, the confessed looter 
of the funds of the American Na- 
tional Bank of Pomona, to the ex- 
temt of 151,060, was sentenced yes- 
terday by Judge Wellborn of the 
United States District Court to im- 
prisonment on McNell’s Island, to ten 
years on each of the six counts of the 
indictment alleging embezzlement, 
abstracting, misapplying the funds of 
the institution and making falee en- 
tries on the books. However, as the 
sentences run concurrently, it means 
that Standard, who is but 23 years of 
age, will serve but ten years, and wil! 
be able to reduce this term by good 
conduct. 

The only defense put forward in 
behalf of Standard, after he had 
pleaded guilty to the indictment, was 
furnished by the testimony of buset- 
ness men of Pomona, but in the list 
there was none of the stockholders 
or officers of the American National 
Bank. 

The character w were W. G. 
Sheets, rancher; Carl W. Vandergrift, 
member of the Pomona City Council: 
L. H. Owen, furniture dealer; E. 
Baker, Superintendent of Streets; C. 
P. Currab, lumber dealer: C. w. 
Guerin, City Attorney; B. Kelsey, con- 
tractor; J. C. Beall, real estate dealer; 
E. Boggem hardware merchant; W. 
A. Buches, John Beck, A. A. Fisk, 
P. H. Johnson, George Williama, Ceci! 
Short and John Sheets, all connected 
with the business interests of Po- 
mona. The testimony of all of these 
witnesses was to the effect that up 
to the time of the discovery of the de- 
faication of Standard, no young man 
in Pomona stood better in the esti- 
mation of the people. “He was a 
model young man,” said one of the 
witnesses. 

In presenting the interests of the 
Gefendant, Attorney Tom L. Johnson 
asked the mercy of the court, on 
the ground that Standard is but a 
child; that none of the money was 
spent in riotous living, and that he 
has a wife and parents who need his 
care and protection. Johnson also 
referred to the fact that the 3800 
acres of land in Inyo and Kern coun- 
ties purchased with the money stolen 
from the bank has been turned over to 
the looted institution. 

SAYS LED BY OTHERS. 

When Standard was asked if he had 
anything to say why the sentence of 
the court should not be imposed up- 
on him, he stated that he ned been led 
into wrong-doing by seeing others en- 

in get-rick-quick enterprises 
and making a success of it. He took 
the first money from the bank with 
that idea in mind, he said, and losing 
that, took other amvunts to try to 
square accounts for previous steals. 
He implored the mercy of the court 
for the sake of his parents and his 
wife. 

The display of contrition on the part 
of the defen t aroused Assistant 
United States District Attorney Regan, 
who declared, when asked by the 
court what he had to say in the mat- 


be |ter, that if Standard was sincere in 


his statements to Judge Wellborn, itt 
was the first time in the entire his- 
tory of the case that he had been so. 
Regan scored Standard unmercifully 
both on account of the seeming in- 
difference with which he had treated 
hie crime, but also by reagon of the 
allegations made by the boy when ar- 
rested, that others interested in the 
bank were concerned with him in the 
embezzlement, a statement that he 
could not and had never attempted to 
prove. 

Regan explained at length how 
Standard had manipulated the books 
of the American National Bank, and 
eaid that but for the fact that the 
steal was accidentally discovered lest 
wirter, the looting would still be go- 
Ing on. He asked that the defendant 
be given such a sentence that would 
measure up. to the magnitude of the 
offense, and for the future protection 
of people who trusted their funds to 
the care of our banks. The District 
Attorney stated that as a result of 
hie examination he had found no- 
body concerned in the steal except 
Standard and his wife, the latter often 
carrying funds from Pemona to the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank of this 
city, In furtherance of her husband's 
schemes to defraud.

ARBAGE TOUR 
YIELDS IDEAS. 


COUNCILMAN WRITES RESULTS 
OF INVESTIGATION. 


- 


Relieves Drying Process Best for 
This City, While Reduction 
“Method Is Worthy of Careful Con- 
sideration—Not Objectionable 
Properly Handled, He Says. 


Counciiman F. J. Whiffen, who 
Dasseed several weeks investigating 
carbage-disposal plants in Seattle, 
Minneapolis, Milwaukee, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Chicago, Kansas City and 
Denver, will present a report to the 
city Counci] today. 

After a comprehensive review of the 
garbage-disposal conditions in the 
cities mentioned, In some of which in- 
cinerators are used, while in others 
the reduction system is practiced, 
Whiffen says: 

“As to the two methods of destruc- 
tion, I will say that I could detect no 
difference as to the undesirable fea- 


hood, and that either proceas properly 
‘installed and handled would be no 
more objectionable to a neighborheod 
than are many industries that are con- 
ducted in the centrally-located bual- 
ness districts of many of our best and 
most prosperous cities.” 

That the garbage-disposal question 
i far from settled is a conclusion 
reached by Whiffen. Me says that 
uy study and careful inquiry one can- 
not but become convineed that com- 
prehensive data is lacking, and he dis- 
eovered the methods in all of the 
cities where he investigated may be 
said to be more or less in the expert- 
mental stage, while the operator in 
nearly every instance has improve- 
mMents to su 

“It is asserted,” says Whiffen, “that 
60 per cent. of the furnaces erected 
for the disposal of waste have been 
abandoned as failures.” 

No definite reeommendations are 
contained tn his report, but §his state- 
ment is made: 

“The reduction method yields a re- 
turn which, in my opinion, is worthy 
of the most careful consideration. 
The process is, so far as | am able 
to judge, equally as sanitary and in 
no manner more objectionable. The 
first consideration im deciding this 
question is the public health and com- 
fort. The second eonsideration should 
be economy. 

“The drying process,” he says, “ls 
the method used in Chicago, end it 
impressed me as the best process for 
Los Angeles. As it is ewned and op- 
erated by a@ private corporation, I was 
not able to get all of the facts and fig- 
ures pertaining to its operation. How- 
ever, this can all be ebtained, as the 
man who installed the plant and op- 
erated it for several years is now in 
San Francisco.”

George W. Cook and His Famous

The first: While 
playng in the rotunda of the Alexan- 
dria, an old friend from Ohio, a 
colonel, approached Gen. Cook, and 
after conventional salutations, Cook 
Introduced his friend to the aasem- 
bly. I do not remember the precise 
words used, but during the course of 
his remarks Cook said if there was a 
more honest man itn Ohio it was “old 
Bill Taft.”

Cook raised his cane, asking for si- 
lence, and said: “During my brief ca- 
reer in Congress but one public man 
lied to me.
